Five firms file. 
for tax abatements 


Five Wilmington firms have filed 
applications with the state Appellate 
Tax Board seeking to reduce the 
assessed value of their real estate 
What is unusual about the applica: 
tions is that a Pennsylvania firm is 
involved in each case. The firm of 
Ducharme and McMillan is listed 
‘on each application. 

The five firms are Avco, Keene 
Lighting, Surface Coatings, 
General Electric and Polyvinyl 
Chemicals. Each of the firms had 
filed for an abatement with the 
town, and the abatements were 
rejected. One other firm, E.I 
DuPont had filed for an abatement 
with the town, That abatement was 
also rejected, but the town has not 
been notified of a filing with the 
state Appellant Tax Board. 

The amount which could be 
granted is not known, as the appli 
cations are not filed for specific 
amounts. Instead they ask for a 
review of the assessment. But if 
Avco were to be granted a $2 mil 
lion abatement, it could mean a 
$200,000 loss for the town. Avco's 
present valuation is $48 million. 

Principal assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski said that it would 
probably be worth it for the town 
to hire a specialist to fight the 
abatements. Yet he was confident of

As school buses get set to roll next 
Monday, students at Wilmington 
High School as well as in the three 
elementary schools, especially, face 
some dramatic changes this year. 

High on the list of changes is a 
newly enlarged high school, thanks 
to ongoing renovation work on'the 
older building. 

"I think the kids are going to 
come back in awe, and yes, I think 
they're going to get lost,” Assistant 
Supt. Henry Dembowski told the 
Town Crier last week. 

"School will be opening to a much 
nicer plant and construction work 
will not be near as noisy (as last 
semester),” he added. 

To help students find their way 
around, principal Paul Fleming has 
provided them with detailed maps 
sent out in a recent mailing. The 
maps show the location of 
classrooms, offices, and such 
rooms as the new gymnasium, 
cafeteria, music suite, and library 

According to Fleming, students 
will find a brightened interior, 
thanks to new hallway lights and 
coats of fresh paint. In late October 
and November, the new music 
suite, home economics, physical 
education, and industrial arts 
facilities will be ready for occu- 
pancy. Until then, industrial arts 
classes will continue to be held in 
the Swain School and gym classes 
will be held primarily outdoors. 

Fleming said 300 new desks are 
expected to be placed in first floor 
rooms while others on the second 
floor have been refurbished 
Because of the cost and effort put 
into the renovations, he warns, that 
administrators will deal severely 
with any vandals who deflice school 
property. 

Because of a lack of shelves and 
furniture, there will be a delayed 
opening of the new library. And 
because cafeteria furniture has not 
yet come in, students will use the 
present furniture and eat in one of 
three lunch sections incorporated 
into the period six time slot. 

According to Dembowski, class 
rooms on the second floor and all 
teaching stations are going to be 
functioning on opening day. 

"I think the public should realize 
that some of these areas were never 
planned to be complete by opening 
day,” he said, adding that by 
December 1, all areas should be 
functioning even though the 
building will not be in "A-1" shape. 

‘Another change is the addition of 
at least 13 new teachers and a major 
shift in administrators *in*the 
various buildings 

"| think we're opening with some 
veteran administrators who have a 
lot of good years of service behind 
them and a good quality teaching 
staf said an enthusiastic 
Dembowski, adding that "I think 
everything's in great hands.” 

Taking over at the West Inter 
mediate School will be James 
Jordan, former acting principal at 
the North Intermediate. Former 
Wildwood principal Mary Driscoll 
will replace him while Robert

Barrett, of the Shawsheen School, 
will assume new duties at the 
Wildwood School until his retire- 
ment in June 

Perhaps the biggest change will 
occur at the Shawsheen Elementary 
School. Robert Coffill has been 
hired as the school's head adminis- 
trator while Robert Arsenault has 
been moved from the Woburn 
Street School to be his second in 
command. Dolores Silva will 
remain principal of the Woburn 
Street School 

Incoming freshmen can look 
forward to a special orientation 
meeting at the high school this 
Friday, Sept. 5. And for the first 
time, handbooks outlining school 
rules and regulations, as well as 
programs and curriculum, will be 
distributed to all district students on 
the first day of school 

According to Dembowski, this is 
a real first, Previously, there were 
no handbooks available for 
elementary age children and their 
parents. But with the help of the 
elementary principals and Reading 
Director Brenda Squire, new 
handbooks were pulled together 
over the summer, Now, each of the 
three elementary schools will fall 
under the same regulations 

Also, Dembowski added, a special 
four color separation drawing 
complete with logo, a Wilmington 
Wildcat, and the Whitefield Elm 
now graces the cover of the high 
school handbook. Dembowski plans 
to improve the intermediate 
handbooks in the near future, 

Project Charlie is a drug pre- 
vention program designed to 
enhance self-esteem and teach 
students how to avoid being "peer 
pressured into drugs and alcohol,” 
according to Dembowski. Adminis 
trators expect this special program 
will be a Welcome addition to the 
elementary curriculum, especially 
with the current emphasis on the 
“say no to drugs" message. 

At least 40 teachers will be 
trained in the program under the 
guidance of principals Dolores 
Silva and Mary Driscoll. Both 
recently returned from a week's 
training session in Minnesota and 
will share their knowledge with the 
teachers at a substantial cost savings 
to the school department, said 
Dembowski. 

Finally, the ongoing accreditation 
of all three elementary schools is 
continuing at "full speed," said 
Dembowski. In the fall, the schools 
will be going through the 
self-evaluation phase. When 
complete, the process will let 
officials know the weaknesses and 
strengths at the elementary level. it 
will also provide ways Wilmington 
can improve its three lower level 
schools 

In the immediate future, a 
reorganization committee will be 
formed on a townwide basis to 
explore various avenues of better 
balancing school building popula- 
tions on the elementary and 
intermediate levels. 

"I'm looking ahead to a big year," 
stated Supt. Robert Horan last 
week. "We had our year of 
working through things,” he 
explained and now he sees that this 
year the school system seems to be 
"in pretty good shape.

Humble explains 
‘secret’ columns 


Humorist Robert Skoglund, who 
often writes under the name of The 
Humble Farmer, explained from 
his St. George home his reasons for 
not telling anyone about 346 humor 
columns he wrote between 1S 
and 1986. 

Skoglund said he ‘nad not shown 
the columns to anyone earlier--and 
that included his neighbor an 
mentor, the venerable Gramp 
Wiley--for fear that a friend might 
recognize himself in one of the 
columns. 

"When you write a really good 
column your neighbors and friends 
all want to see themselves in it. Of 
course everything I write is 
something I make up myself. You'd 
feally have to strain to see yourself 
in one of my stories, but some 
people think they do. 

"That's why even Gramp Wiley 
didn't see the columns. The first 
thing he'd do is claim he told me the 
story the week before. Like, for 
example, where I point out that 
whenever Louise Nevelson--she's 
that sculptor who makes works of 
art out of recycled materials, such 
as toilet seats--moves into a town, 
the life expectancy of the land fill is 
automatically doubled. And when I 
wrote that ‘college gives you the 
ability to be wrong and ‘still present 
a rational explanation of why 
you're right’--well, Julian would 
have wanted to hog the credit for 
that one.” 

For all of the secret columns 
written over the entire 11-year 
period Skoglund said he used only 
his own ideas, "though I might have 
had supper with Julian or Crandall 
or talked with Richard on the 
telephone briefly before sitting 
down at my Radio Shack TRS-80." 

Julian, Richard and Crandall, 
close friends of the writer, all 
expressed shock and surprise when 
they heard that some of the secret 
columns were genuinely funny-- 
and that he wrote them himself. 

A man who refused to identify 
himself said, "Skog has done to 
columns what the Arabs did to oil. 
eed ag lad ph ct g o r 


"Skoglund said any of his neigh- 
bors would be proud to be 
tastefully mentioned as the perpetu- 
pre ay pagent 
described in his column, “but/I 
~make ene up,” he explain- 
ed,” he explained. “Characters, 
situations, everything. In over 11 
years I've never written a word of 


th, 
"You can't believe how many 


was terrible to write about their 
friend or laugh something wicked-- 
depending on which side they were 
on. By keeping these columns 
secret for years, no one can 
possibly claim to be identified.” 

When ‘questioned by Ray Gross 
of the Courier Gazette on what he 
believed the unknown series of 
columns was about, Gramp Wiley 
was reported to have said 
something unprintable. 

“That's not as bad as it sounds,” 
Skoglund said. "Lots of things that 
you could have heard in church 25 
years ago are unprintable now-- 
look what affirmative action did to 
the want ads.” 

For years Skoglund has been 
writing columns using his old 
neighbor, Gramp Wiley, as a 
mouthpiece for wry and dry 
philosophy. Another character, 
Addler (an insecure psychologist), 
is employed for problems of a 
more serious nature. In one of the 
newly discovered columns, Addler 
brags of buying a large sailboat-- 
with the serial numbers filed off-- 
for only $500. ‘It works out well,’ 
he says, ‘no one wants to borrow 
it," 

When bureaucrats with problems 
find themselves on Addler's couch, 
instead of telling them how to fix 
things up he advises them to hire 
three more people who can't do it. 

For columns dealing with the 
pressures of scrounging enough 
food to sustain life, and keeping the 
banks from repossessing property, 
Skoglund created the whining, 
snivling character, Greensleeves. 
Critics have suggested that the 
middle-aged Greensleeves actually 
walks and breathes. To which 
Skoglund replies, “Let them think 
what they want. Remember the 
column about the beautiful woman 
who left her kind and handsome 
husband for the guy with no teeth? I 
said if I'd known what she wanted 
T'd had mine yanked out years ago. 


"I write fiction, but if my

‘Call waiting’ is coming soon 


Wilmington telephone customers 
may soon not have to worry about 
missing important phone calls 
because their telephone is in use for 
hours on end - and customers who

Call waiting and call forwarding 
are among four special features that 
will soon be available 16 New 
England Telephone customers in 
Wilmington for the first time, 
thanks to improvements being 
made to the company's local 
switching system.

“Also,” he continued, "a memory. 
within the system contains tele- 
phone numbers and call-routing 
information that will enable 
customers to select calling services 
to fit their individual needs.” 

Ravanesi said the system will be 
activated in mid-December and will 
make available several new calling 
options at minimal monthly 
charges. These options are: 

~ Call waiting, a service that 
allows a pérson already involved in 
a phone conversation to be alerted 
by a "beep" on the line, that another 
call is coming in; 

~ Speed calling, which enables 
callers to use their telephones to 
code phone numbers into the 
system's memory and then touch or 
dial just one or two numbers to 
speed calls through to emergency 
and frequently dialed numbers. 

~ Call forwarding, which allows 
automatic forwarding of incoming 
calls to another telephone number; 
and 

- Three-way calling, which 
allows a third party to be added to 
an existing conversation. 

Ravanesi said the computer based 
telecommunications switching sys- 
tem processes voice and data 
transmission over internal digital 
lines and contains thumbnail sized 
computer chips, called micropro- 
cessors, that can handle more than 
one million instructions per second 

He added that the system also 
continually tests, diagnoses and 
gathers data on itself--automa- 
tically giving company technicians 
reports at least once a day.

But I am not a bloodthirsty 
barbarian, though some may cail 
me that. Hunting is one of the last 
of the blood sports, but it is not the 
same as it was in the days of the 
mastodon and the cave bear, Today 
it is an industry -- a managed 
resource -- and I play a part in it 

In some of the western states, the 
annual deer hunt is called a “deer 
harvest,” and that is exactly what it 
is. Deer are watched and studied 
and counted, and only a safe 
portion of the herd is taken each 
year 

An experiment in Utah once 
proved that deer need to have their 
numbers limited for their own 
good. On an isolated plateau in the 
Beehive State, all predators were 
wiped out and deer hunting was 
banned, There was nothing to limit 
the number of deer. 

In a few short months, the deer 
herd began tw rise in number, 
dramatically. The herd went from 
some 30,000 to well over 150,000 
before the plants on the plateau 
became exhausted. Then they be; 
to starve in equally staggering 
numbers. The herd dropped back to 
around 20,000 in no time at all 

Entire species of plant on the 
were wiped out. To this day 
and has not fully recovered, 
and the plateau can support only a 
fraction of the deer that it could 
before the experiment began. 

Since mankind has upset the 
balance of nature, the deer are 
being carefully managed. 

The same goes for all of the 
“game” animals. Squirrels and 
quail, raccoons and rabbits -- all 
are counted and managed like 
cornstalks on a farm. The hunter 
has limits and seasons placed upon 
his sport, to keep everything in 
balance. 

If the duck population, let's say, is 
found to be too small, then the 
season is shortened or the bag limits 
made smaller or the season halt 
altogether, And the hunters dot 
seem to mind. They understand 
why the limits are needed. 

Game animals face no danger of 
extinction from the hunter's bullet. 
Indeed, a good hunter would never 
hunt anything in danger of being 
wiped out. The license fees spent 
for hunting go toward improving 
wildlife habitat and paying the 
wages of the game managers

But the hunter's bullet is not the 
greatest danger faced by the 
animals. Their numbers are not 
drastically reduced by hunters in 
the woods -- only trimmed. 

The true killer of wildlife is the 
bulldozer. When land is swept 
clean for the building of houses and 
condos, the deer and the rabbits and 
the foxes never come back. Now 
who is the barbarian and despoiler? 

And a good hunter doesn't pursue 
his game without emotion. A few 
bad eggs go armed into the woods 
every year with killing on their 
minds, and that's a pity. Luckily 
these sad souls are few, but they 
give a bad name to hunters 
everywhere. 

No, most hunters are not like that 
at all. They love the animals they 
pursue, and the good hunter feels a 
twinge of remorse when a majestic 
buck hits the forest floor. Many is 
the time, in fact, when the quarry 
will walk away with gunsights 
centered on their shoulders. 
Sometimes it's just wrong to 
squeeze the wigger. 

For me, hunting is a chance to go 
visit the animals. I'll lean up against 
a rock and just listen. In a few 
minutes, after my presence is no 
longer alarming, the animals will 
come out from hiding 
having mice scamper across my 
boots, or chickadees land on the 
brim of my hat. (Yes they have!) 

And if a sleek buck strolls by me 
during the legal season, well then, 
there is an age-old duty to perform. 
It is to him alone that I'll make any 
apologies.

Fred Shine, commander of the 
Wilmington Disabled American 
Veterans, recently received some 
unexpected thanks for a project he 
completed last year.

With close 
friends, it is possible to leave for 
frequent gaps of time. As much 
as you miss them, you know in 
your heart they will be there 
whenever you return. 

With a lover it isn’t always the 
case. You say you're going to be 
there, waiting patiently for his 
return. You say*you can survive 
a long distance — in this case, 
overseas — relationship, but it is 
never as easy as you . The 
heart longs for him to be with 
you and then something strange 
happens; no matter how much 
you care, you begin to move on 
with your life, meeting new 
people and developing new 
friendships. Sometimes those 
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thousands of miles from him, 
and I could tell by the words he 
spoke that night that the trail 
left behind by his broken heart 
was going to stretch at least that 
far and maybe further.
